to their physical fitness, attitude 
and a medical record checked, 
They will then be placed on one 
of three tracks, based on the 
findings, 

In this way the youngster with 
superior ability can be given in= 
struction and training com-= 
mensurate with his ability, At the 
same time, one not able to meet 
the rigid standards exemplified by 
the more gifted, can participate 
in the program without embarras= 
ment, 

The general outlook by the phy=- 
sical education department is that 
the program will meet the needs 
of a complete modern educational 
system, Those students at the top 
as far as gymnastics is concerned, 
feel as though they are not motiv- 
ated under the normal program, 
while those at lower levels suffer 
embarrasment in their efforts to 
meet the standards set by sup= 
erior students, 

The department members got 
together last year and worked 
out the program, knowing that 
the facilities would be available 
to institute the program, 

They viewed the overall pro~ 
gram and saw that physical ed- 
ucation was disliked by some stu= 
dents because they were unable 
to competently meet the standards, 

The new program is designed to 
make the program appealing to 
all. 

Accomplishment at an individual 
level will make for a more com= 
plete student, Dunn feels, 

The student’s individual per- 
formance will be constantly evalu- 
ated and it is possible to move 
from one track to another, One 
who masters the standards of track 
one could be moved on to track 
two. The same works backwards, 
in that a student could be moved 
from a higher track to a lower 
one, 

Dunn looks forward to the new 
program and feels that it will be 
both exciting and rewarding to 
the students.

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Editorial Comment 


Special Meeting 


Another special: town meeting is in the offing — 
this one a result of the town’s growing pains and 
an awareness of the needs of the times. 

This will be the first of what is considered the second 
annual town meeting, although it is called special 
in order to meet statutory requirements. 

It is imperative, even at this early date, for voters to 
prepare themselves for the Oct. 7 special town meeting. 

As of the moment, it appears that the prime issue will 
be the appropriation of funds for the addition to the West 
elementary school. Before the warrant closes, however, 
there could be additional issues, some controversial. 

The October meeting is now a regular part of the town’s 
business, having been approved by the voters at the 
annual town meeting in March. The selectmen proposed 
this second session in view of the number of special ses- 
sions in recent years, particularly dealing with new 
school construction or obtaining of school sites. 

Andover apparently has grown to the point where two 
meetings a year are mandatory. The annual meeting in 
March this year extended to three adjourned sessions in 


order to complete the business and adoption of an annual 


budget. 


Voters must focus on the issues in October as much as 


at the March meeting. 


There is a constant growing concern in regard to the 


town’s debt and this year’s increase in the tax rate of 24 
per cent. Failure to attend any town meeting, either regu- 
lar or special, only leaves those who criticise in the posi- 
tion of addressing themselves to matters of which they are 
unaware, or turned their backs to. 


In October the town will be faced with a pos- 
sible $2,000,000 expenditure for additional school facil- 
ities. The appropriation is, no doubt, a necessary one, 
since schools now serving the west section of town are 


overcrowded. 


Providing building funds will permit construction 


to move forward and have 


the facilities ready for 


occupancy in September of 1970. 
As the vacation season ends, residents must immedi- 
ately turn their attention to town business once again. 


A Word of Praise 


Andover appears to be fortunate in having a wealth of 
talented people willing to serve the community on a vol- 
untary basis. 

The numerous committees in the town working on build- 
ing projects, planning committees or study groups are 
filled with men and women who are willing to lend their 
abilities to the town, many of them spending countless 
hours on various projects. 

To avoid the risk of overlooking some of those 
who have given of time and talent, we list only the chair- 
man of some of the committees that come to mind. 


Chairman Robert B. McIntyre of the "igh School Build- 


ing committee has given over five years attention to the 
construction of a new senior high school building. Along 
with his associates he has kept a watchful eye on 
the project which has been troublesome and of a major 
problem throughout the long process of building. McIntyre 
is a teacher in the Melrose school system and has served 
the local school system as a teacher and school 
committeeman. 

Robert G. Lloyd, an instructor at Phillips Academy, 
who is serving as chairman of the Bancroft school build- 
ing committee. An architect himself, he and his committee 
have been working for several months to bring about a new 
elementary school for the town. It has had problems, but 
the committee members and the chairman have given par- 
ticular attention to them on a project which was given to 
them on an emergency basis. The school was needed 
almost before the committee was named. 

James J. St. Germain, a professor at Merrimack College, 
who along with his colleagues, is now preparing to present 
to a special town meeting, plans for an addition to 
the West School. 

This committee has met frequently the past few months 
in an effort to get the plans to town meeting and win ap- 
proval in order that facilities can be provided as soon as 
possible to relieve overcrowding in elementary schools. 

Frnest N. Hall, a contractor, who has headed a commit- 
tee of building specialists who have been trying to bring 
about a new public safety center. Their efforts may soon 
produce a new police-fire station for the town. 

Atty. Robert S. Zollner, chairman of the zoning board of 


appeals, who works with his associates in ruling on zon- 
ing bylaw variances, The language of their deci- 
sions leaves little doubt as to their rulings which are 
quasi-judicial in nature, 

There are many others who should be cited. These are 
just a few. 

In an age of specialization, Andover appears fortunate 
to be able to call upon its citizens for assistance when 
needed. Assistance which is capably and readily given.

It was helpful of the TOW NSMAN 
to give its view, August 8th: Issue, 
of the recent Special Town Meet~ 
ing. Its opinion was entitled 
“‘Democracy Upheld,”” May I 
present a contrary view. 

The recent hasty action of the 
Special Meeting is remarkable for 
having given aid and comfort to 
Democracy’s enemies every~ 
where. In particular, this meet- 
ing is a nearly perfect example 
of why the Founders of our country 
rejected out of hand town meet~ 
ing’s kind of democracy and gave 
us a republic; and the admoni- 
tion “*If we can keep it!’* 

The rights of the minority were 
forgotten as the crowd was led 
on by a smell of unearned tax 
dollars concocted from the 
abundant suppositions nurtured by 
vagueness, 

However, the greater the 
injustice and its success, the more 
invigorating its effect upon those 
dedicated to the quest to expose, 
and then correct such methods 
in politics, Baiting the greed of 
a majority so as to use it as a 
cat’s paw to deprive a minority 
is not wise, 

It is worth noting again that 
James Madison, 181 years ago, 
accurately described the motive 
and means of Andover’s town meet~ 
ing in July of 1968, He said Cee 
our governments (town meetings) 
are too unstable, the public good 
is disregarded in the conflicts 
of rival (groups), and measures 
too often decided, not according 
to the rules of justice and the 
rights of the minor party, but 
by the superior force of an in- 
terested and overbearing major- 
ity.” 

In Andover, at least, progress 
has indeed been slow, Moreover, 
it is a puzzle as to how recent 
civic action can be squared with 
the opinion that a_ person, or 
corporation which induced the 
action at the recent town meet~ 
ing can retain a claim to being 
a responsible member of the com~ 
munity, 

There is much to support the 
position that the kind of democracy 
that appears safe in Andover can~ 
not be relied upon to solve the 
problems which have so accumu- 
lated that much of our country 
is at odds with itself and so a 
satisfaction to its enemies,

Eighty-four different ap~ 
proaches to training and finding 
jobs for the unemployed are cur- 
rently being explored under U.S, 
Department of Labor grants con- 
tracted during the 12 months end- 
ing June 30, 1968, 

More than $24 million has been 
allocated to public, private and 
non-profit organizations to experi- 
ment. with new manpower pro= 
grams, About 70,000 unemployed 
or underemployed persons are 
currently being involved in these 
special programs, which range 
from actual on-the-job training or 
classroom instruction to a variety 
of supportive pre-employ- 
ment services, 

The funds are authorized under 
the experimental and demon- 
stration program sponsored by the 
Labor Department’s Manpower 
Administration, The program, ac- 
cording to Stanley Ruttenberg, 
Manpower Administrator, seeks to 
try out new ideas through actual 
experiment or by demonstration, 

Mr, Ruttenberg added that the 
program ‘‘explores the feasibility 
and effectiveness of new orchanged 
ways of getting at specific 
manpower problems, Its objective 
is to learn - and to teach - by 
doing. Most of these special 
projects are geared todevelop im-= 
proved techniques to reach and 
help train disadvantaged workers 
who might not otherwise qualify 
for established training pro~ 
grams,.”* 

Training funds under the 84con- 
tracts account for $16 million, The 
balance of $8 million will be grants 
for those in training who need liv- 
ing allowances, 

Experimental and demonstration 
projects are underway in 32States 
and the District of Columbia, Each 
project is approved for its potential 
significance and possible applica- 
tion throughout the country. 

Five broad areas of experiment- 
ation are covered by the 84 
projects; employer involvement 
programs, self-help for minority 
groups, special training techniques 
for minority and other specific 
groups, development of new op- 
portunities in major occupations, 
and formal testing and analysis 
projects, 

The 20 employer involvement 
projects are designed primarily 
to aid employers in the develop= 
ment of on-the-job and off-the- 
job training and education courses 
to prepare low-skill persons for 
jobs, or for up-grading in present 
employment, 

Most of 24 minority group self- 
help projects provide funds for the 
operation of Opportunities Indus~
